RESOLUTION ADOPTED AT THE DECEMBER, 1942 
MEETING OF THE ASSOCIATION 


ee 


WHEREAS, present day conditions have brought into existence 
problems in the business of life insurance of a type and variety 
which did not exist and could not have been contemplated at the 
time this orgonization was set up and its methods of operation 
developed, and 


WHEREAS, in the light of these changed conditions, it would 
seem advisable that there should be a thoroughgoing and careful 
review of the situation, with a view to determining whether changed 
conditions require an extension or broadening of the activities of 
the Association or revision in its methods of operation, 


NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Executive Committee shall 
appoint a special committee from the membership to explore these 
and all related questions and that such committee shall be requested 
to seek the views of all members of the Association, to investigate 
the possibilities of further coordination of the activities of the 
Association with other organizations in the life insurance field, and 
to recommend to a meeting of the Association called for that purpose 
whatever steps it may deem advisable.

_} Broadway some seven months before the United States’ entry into the war, 
___ it continued to enthrall its New York audiences for another half year after 
Pear! Harbor. The sudden and drastic change in world events made no difference 
Mthe play’s appeal, because in essence the theme is more enduring than the sur- 
face tides which play over it. That theme now resounds in the film version with 


tndiminished force. 


\ arner Brothers have brought 
Sut a picture which is splendid not only 
Fits own vigorous qualities, but for the 
p2ginative and supple kind of fidelity 
with which the original work is projected 
‘on the screen. For this we have to thank 
“trman Shumlin, the producer of the 
Stage play, for keeping to the true values 
‘Mhis direction of the film. We have also 


to thank Dashiell Hammett for the skill 
with which he has translated the play 
into a screen play, enlarging its visual 
scope without dissipating the content. 
There will be those who will say the 
picture is actually better than the play. 
It appears to be one of the phenomena 
of Miss Hellman’s stage writings that 
they burgeon felicitously when brought

In the excitement of this new vis! 
which they greedily take in from the win 
dow of their train, we are quickly brough 
into sympathy with the Mullers. We: 
know something of their immediate fu 
ture—for instance, that they are on thei 
way to the home of Sara’s mother nea: 
Washington, D. C., that Sara is Kur 
Muller's American wife, and that now fo: 
the first time after many years she is 
bringing her family back ‘to her native 
land. 

Obviously this is a recess in their 
lives, for they have the look of creatures 
who have been hunted and who know 
what fear is. They are in violent contrast 
to the luxurious and secure atmosphere 
with which Sara’s mother, Mrs. Fanny 
Farrelly (Lucile Watson), has endowed 
her home. 

It is in these lively precincts that the 
drama reaches its ominous conclusion.

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TO THE MEMBERS OF THE ASSOCIATION: 


At the annual meeting of this Association held last December, announcement was made of a proposal to 
have the Association establish a trust for the purpose of providing scholarships for students at Phillips Exeter 
Academy who are residents of New England. This trust has recently been formed. It can carry out its pur- 
pose successfully only if it receives the support of the members of the Association. 


We now ask each and every one of you to give your support by contributing to the trust as large a sum as 
you reasonably can. No matter how large or how small the contribution is, it will be gratefully received. 


Contributions made without designation as to whether they are for principal or income account may be 
allocated to principal or income as the trustees determine. It is hoped ultimately to build up a principal of 
substantial size so that the income therefrom will support the scholarships. Pending this, some part of the 
current contributions and possibly some principal will be used for this purpose. 


The trust instrument provides that the principal of the trust shall be held and managed by the treasurer 
of the Academy subject to the same supervision and control which would be applicable to him if he were deal- 
ing with funds constituting part of the general investment funds of the Academy and subject also in limited 
instances to instructions from the trustees of the trust, and that he may intermingle the trust funds with such 
general investment funds. The instrument also provides that the trust income shall be held by the treasurer of 
the Academy and disposed of by him in accordance with instructions of the trustees of the trust for payment 
of any expenses of the trust and for the maintenance of scholarships. Any unused income may in the discretion 
of the trustees be added to principal. 


The chief function of the trustees will be in connection with the awarding of scholarships, since as above 
indicated the care and investment of the trust funds will be largely in the hands of the treasurer of the 
Academy. 


Under the provisions of the trust, the trustees may award scholarships of not exceeding $400.00 per 
student per year during attendance at the Academy in such number as they deem warranted. It is the primary 
intent that scholarships shall be paid from income but the trustees will have authority to use for this purpose 
not more than $400.00 of principal in any one year whenever they are of opinion that by reason of deficiency 
of income the purposes of the trust will be best served by such use of principal. 


The trust instrument contains the following provisions concerning eligibility requirements for scholar- 
ships: 
“Any boy resident in that part of the United States known as New England, who is a student 
at the Academy or who intends to become a student at the Academy and who to some extent will be 
dependent on himself for his tuition and expenses at the Academy, shall be eligible for a scholarship.” 


‘““A scholarship shall not be awarded to any boy unless in the opinion of the Trustees he is of 
high character and good scholastic attainment or promise. In awarding any scholarship the Trustees 
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may also take into consideration a candidate’s capacity for leadership and any other qualities which 
indicate that the candidate will avail himself of the opportunities which the Academy offers for the 
development of boys into good citizens with scholarly attainments.”

Dear Mr. Seyfert: 


A year ago I captained the football team at school. 
Never did I believe that I would be a fighting marine just one year 
later. It seems that my life has been broken wide open by this great 
world war. Well, it has, but my spirit will never be broken or I would 
have found it out right here on Parris Island. The Marine Corps is not 
only hard on the physical structure of a man, but also hard on our 
hearts. Perhaps it is more so on me beceuse I left so much behind me, 
Down here I found that I could take anything that they could give me 
physically, (thanks to Gibby Graves and Norman Smith) and spiritually, 
(thanks to Browne and Nichols). You made me a man and I'll never forget 
it. 


Soon, I'll be home for a week of rest. It may be my 
last and it won't be spent on my lounging chairs but on the football 
field at school. I'11 do my best to teach some of the newer lads to 
adapt themselves to real physical contact. My own physical contact 
down here is chiefly done with bayonets.

"No town in New England owes its existence as a 
distinct municipality more directly to railroad enterprise, 
than does the Town of Belmont." 


What is now included within the town limits formed 
the small eastern point of Waltham, and the outskirts of 
two old towns, Watertown and West Cambridge, and was 
by reason of its remoteness from the centers of those 
towns, occupied exclusively by ea farming population. 


In 1845 there were about one hundred and twenty-five 
families residing upon the territory now Belmont. 


There was no place of public worship, no store, 
post-office nor public hall. 


Improved facilities for communication with the 
neighboring metropolis marked the start of Selmont as a 
town. 


It is especially to be desired that this anniversary 
does not go by unnoticed since no celebration has been 
held since the 50th Anniversary of the town's incorporation 
in 1909.

“Begin construction” means to initiate construction, or to resume construction which has not been carried on as one continuous 
construction job, by physically incorporating or installing into a structure or project on the site, material which is to be an integral 
part of the structure or project. 

No authorization is required for residential or retail establishment construction where cost is $200 or less, for multiple residential 
(6 or more dwelling units), agricultural (not residential) and other restricted construction where cost is $1,000 or less and for indus- 
trial, subject to exceptions in Schedule B, L—41 where cost is $5,000 or less. 

L-41-d permits installation of asbestos roofing and siding where any part of roofing or siding is in need of repair or replacement. 
This exemption applies to asbestos only and not to other noncritical materials such as brick, glass, asphalt or stone.

WHAT IT MEANS 


Everyone has reason to rejoice 
that the dimout regulations are to 
ibe lifted at midnight on Sunday. 
For the lifting of the ban on sky- 
glow means a number of things, all 
of them pleasant. 

It means, aboye all, that, tempo- 
rarily at least, we have won the 
battle of the Atlantic coastline, that 
enemy submarines are no longer a 
menace to our freighters and tankers, 
and that the fear of instant death 
has been driven home to the wolf- 
packs. 

It means also that the thugs, the 
footpads, the handbag snatchers, the 
automobile thieves, the assailants of 
men and women who operated under 
the cloak of darkness, will hesitate 
with the lights on again because they 
are little cowards. 

It means that pedestrians will not 
have to grope along dismal, drear 
streets, in danger of tripping over 


¢ obstacles and with the latent fear of 


being set upon. 

It means that motorists who 
dreaded driving with low-beam lights, 
lest they hit a night-walker or some 
household pet, a tree, a curbing or a 
dead-end street, will now be able to 
see where they are going. 

But it should be borne in mind that 
the lifting of the regulations, while 


making our nights more livable, at 


the same time does not mean a lot 


First. of all, it does not mean that 
the war is over, that victory is just 
around the corner and that our troops 
are about to march into Berlin or 
Tokyo. That’s obvious to anyone 


following the daily news of the war. 


Nor does it mean that the lights will 
remain up for the duration. The 
very instant that the subs return, if 
they do return, the dimout should 
be applied immediately. All the 
comfort that lights-up may give the 
homefolks is not worth the life of one 
sailor, the loss of one ship. 

The authorities should not and no 
doubt will not wait for men and ships 
to be sacrificed to sky-glow before 
applying the ban at once and on a 
moment’s notice. 

Nor does it mean that the menace 
of the enemy air raiders has passed. 
That threat is still definitely hover- 
ing over us. We must be prepared 
for blackouts when the whistles sound 
and the sirens scream. 

Nor does it mean that the speed 
laws governing automobiles have been 
lifted. Authorities should deal harshly 
with motorists who, with lights up, 
step up their rate of travel five or 
more miles per hour.
